Did anyone aver tell you <Ko> porcupines 
loy eggs? Some people believe ii. They oik 
"How could such prickly onimols be born 
with thai' awlul spines sticking out in oil direc- 
tions? The mother must loy them in on egg 
which hatches right owoy." 

Very few people hove ever seen o new- 
born porcupine So they don'l know thai the 

Utile spines amongst its dort brown lur ore 
very short and soft at lirsi. Only alter several 
hours do the spines ha-don and become 

Ericlly. Then, along with mony hard coarse 
sirs, they grow very rapidly. Soon the boby 
is os well protected os its mother. In two 
months it is weaned and munching buds and 
leaves. And nol long after thol it may wander 
awoy from home quite able to look out lor 





i the great gnd dongerous wilderness. 

Very olten cHy one baby is born in the 
don amongst the forest cocks in spring. But 
il there are two or three or lour they cannot 
wrestle and romp together as so mony infont 
onimots do. Each would soon become the 
other's pincushion if they should try it For 
the some reason grown-up porcupinencan 
scarcely light each other. When angry they 
sometimes try but it is almost useless. When 
attacked by other animals o porcupine 
raises his spines oil over his body and toshes 
01 the enemy with his stoui spiny toil. But if 
he should thump another porcupine he would 
only get stuck lull ol spines "the wrong end 
to" himself. So two quarreling porcupines 
just shove each other back and forth like 
Japanese wrestlers until one gets tired and 
gives up. 

Many people will tell you thol porcupines 
can shoot their spines at their enemies. They

cannot do this any more than you Can fun 
undei ycuf iiaif, oi a turd iump out 
ol lis leathers. The spines come out eosily 
liom the porcupine who wears them but ihey 
slick very tightly In ihe hides at his enemies. 
The sharp tips ore covered with liny lish- 
hook-lite barbs which not only hold (he spinel 
in but loop wO'liny them in even dot-pc 

AH o porcupine hopes lor is to be lot alone 
And most other animals are glad to oblige 
him Bui some do not. A dog connol help 
frying to conquer o porcupine. Bui when he 
grab* its back, hi* nose and mouth are punc- 
tured with dozens of spinel while lh« pO'Cu- 
pine's toil whacks more and more inlo his 
neck and chest ond forefeet. Home he goes 
O'howling, his wounds swelling with the spines 
he cannot get out himself. It takes strong 
human fingers or' o pair of pliers to Yd"* 1 
therryfree, and at each pull the barbs tear 
flesh. It hu«s like hullabaloo 1 



if wild hunting animols get into such a fm 
they genurally die. But same bobcats and 
pumas learn to slip a paw swiltly under a 
porcupine and turn him over. Then he is 
oosily killed ond eolen. For on his underside 
he wears no spines at all. 

Porcupines are vegetarians. Though lot 
and heovy they hovo great ttrong clows for 
climbing and spend most of their time in 
trees eating bark, twigs and leaves ol many 
kinds. In winter ihoy sook no shelter but live 
in one evergreen tree alter another, eating 
bark and needles quite contentedly, however 
cold the woollier. The tree is Uingroom, bed- 
room and pantry. They ore never in danger 
o! going hungry. It must be roiher pleasant 
to be a porcupine and never have to think 
ol hunger, to have youi tree ond ebt it loo. 

Being vegetarians, porcupines do not at- 
tock other creatures lor food, They do attack 




our hornet. ftr houses ond furniture and tool 
handles ore mode of wood. And woed is a 
vegetable especially interesting to them. 
Mony o person whose home is in or near the 
forest 's awakened in the dead of night by 
such loud gnawing and clowing thoi he be- 
lieves o bear is trying to break in. Bui it is 
only the pesky porcupines sinking their groat 
orange chisel-like teeth into the house cor- 
ners and porch railings. They are lite Hansel 
and Gretol eating the witch's house, for the 
wood is likeso much cake and candy to their 
taste. Thoy can be very pesky indeed, com- 
int. back night after night to oat a person 
"out of house and home." 

If a fellow is willing to get out of bed in the 
very wee hours, he con cotch them easily 
under a bushel baske'. For they are very 
slow runners. Their short legs ore so foropari. 
They walk as though forever s'roddling a 
hedge. But you must not think they ore 
hedgehogs. Hedgehogs ore olso prickly but 
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their spines do oot come out. They are not 
gnawing animals. They live in Europe ond 
are no relation to the porcupines of North 
America, or any other country 

Porcupines of other fbnds are not pre- 
cisely like ourown. There ore long tailed, tree 
climbing ones in South America, big burrow- 
ing ones which never climb trees in Europe 
As?a and Africa, ond one kind in Africa 
whose tail has a tult of hollow quills on the 
end which it can rattle to worn its enemies 
away just as rattlesnakes do. 

North American Indians use porcupines' 
spines to decorate buckskin clothing and 
birch bark boskets, sewing them into designs 1 
the sharp points concealed between double 
layers o\ the leather or bark. The black furs 
are sometimes sewn together for a robe after 
all spines hove been removed. The meat is 
eaten also. So, though prickly ond pesky, 
the porcupine moy be useful and even orna- 
mental
